by  other  cities,  towns  and  political  subdivisions  and  charges  against 
owners  of  premises  therein  served  thereby;  and  declaring  an  emergency," 
approved  August  17th,  1932,  and  the  provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory 
thereto  and  supplemental  thereof.

That  no  other  property  is  injuriously 
effected  excepting  the  property  herein  to  be  condemned  and  appropriated 
and  that  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne , Indiana,  is  or  will  be  benefited  to  the 
full  extent  of  any  damage  caused  by  the  appropriation  and  condemnation.
